ACTION ON JOBS IS URGED 


Ralph Smith, WPA Director,

The county’s SERA committee 
is today on record as strongly 
protesting the failure of the 
WPA to place men at work in- 
stead of allowing them to con- 
tinue on dole week after week 
without doing any constructive 
work. A_ resolution protesting 
te WPA policy was adopted by 
the SERA committee yesterday 
and sent to county, state and 
federal administrators, to Presi- 
@ent Franklin D. Roosevelt and 
to Senators McAdoo and Joha- 
son. 

Indicating that the delays in 
placing men at work had “long 
since passed all possible claims 
of necessity for preparations”, 
the committee urged the WPA 
administration to start its pro- 
gram without further delay. On 
the committee are Mrs. Harriet 
Fleming of Ontario; Charles 
Wright, Charles H. Tilden and 
Gien E. Carlson. : 

A statement made public by 
the SERA office in San Bernar- 
dino declared: 

“Since the SERA work pro- 
gram, employing 100 per cent 
of its employable case load on 
legitimate projects, was discon- 
tinued on Aug. 22 with the un- 
derstanding that the WPA would 
absorb the entire case load with-

With the big majority of citrus 
fruit shippers favoring some 
form of governmental regulation 
on movement.of fruit to markets, 
the hearing in Los Angeles on 
the AAA regulation of oranges 
and grapefruit is likely to result 
in satisfactory terms as far as 
the local industry is concerned. 
| hig is the belief expressed in 
press accounts of the hearing and 
as explained by W. K. Beattie, a 
director of the California Fruit 
Growers Exchange, who was 





R. O. Price, president of the On- 
tario-Cucamonga office of the 
Exchange, appeared as a wit- 
ness at the hearing. 

Testimony given by many ship- 
pers and growers emphasized 
the need for strict regulation of 
the marketing of the fruit dur- 
ing the years of surplus produc- 
tion. Some independent shippers, 
however, are opposing the pro- 
posal. Mr. Beattie explained 
that the proposed agreement is 
substantially the same as_ the 
agreement that has been in effect 
in recent years,a few provisions 
deleted and other measures add- 
ed. Some provisions, termed as 
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being of minor consequence, were 
taken out of the former agree- 
ment because their constitution- 
ality has been questioned. 

The proposed AAA regulations 
would affect only California and 
Arizona oranges and grapefruit 
and one of the major points at 
issue is what is to become of 
the fruit in the other citrus pro- 
ducing states. Bruce W. Mc- 
Daniel, general manager of the 
Mutual Orange Distributors, 
questioned the effect of control

na when there is tobe no control 
over the shipments of fruit from 
Texas and Florida. 

Mr. Beattie said that if the 
agreement is adopted it will con- 
cern all shippers, including the 
Exchange, the M. O. D. and the 
independent concerns. 

Many departments cf the Unit- 
ed States government are repre- 
sented on the board receiving 
the testimony. It is not known 
here if final decision on the mat- 
ted will be made by the group 
receiving the testimony or wheth- 
er Secretary of Agriculture Wal- 
lace will decide.

Ralph W. Smith, WPA direc- 
tor for this county and two oth- 
er counties, said that men were 
being placed on the projects now 
and that the actual work had 
been delayed due to inability to 
obtain funds.

‘“‘Rural good roads enthusiasts are beginning to realize the 
significance of the legislative bill which doubled the amount 
of gasoline tax money paid to the cities.

of hard surfaced roads that have been abandoned and a new 
slight change of route made and new roads built at tremen-| 
dous cost.
